I. A look at longitude, latitude, and time zones, 


II. General sources of propagation materials: 
ARRL propagation charts monthly in QST. 
Beacons. 

WWY (18 minutes after each hour) 
ARRL Bulletins, 

DX club bulletins, 

Band listening. 


IIL. WWV Information (at 18 minutes after the hour) 

Solar Flux: A measure of the sun’s radiation at 280Q@ MHZ. Readings 
above 8@ indicate pozsible 10-15 meter activity. 

A Index: Taken once every twenty four hours. (Scale @-4@@) A quiet 
field (10 or less) best for good propagation, (Low wave enery absorption) 

K Index: Given for a six hour period. (more "real-time'' than "A'' index) 
Rising trend indicates poor HF propagation; a value of 4 or greater means 
Aurora on VHF, 

Solar activity: Relates to very fast changing conditions and is a 
negative on the ham bands. 


IV. Peek at a propagation chart: 


1. MUF: On 50% of the days in the predicted period, the amateur band that 
is open will be just below the MUF curve. (Maximum Usable Frequency) 

2. OTC: (Optimum traffic curve) lLonosperic support on 90% or more of 
days during the month, 

3. HPF; (Highest possible frequency) Frequency which will be propagated 
only 10% of the time.
